heptyl, octyl, nonyl, decyl, trifluoro methyl, pentafluoroethyl, 1,1,1-trifluoroethyl, cyclopropyl, 
cyclobutyl, cyclopentyl, cyclohexyl, or cycloheptyl; and 

Ar is phenyl, naphthyl or biphenyl, which in each case is mono-, di- or trisubstituted 
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by substituents selected from A, fluorine, chlorine, bromine, iodine, hydroxyl, methoxy, 
ethoxy, propoxy, butoxy, pentyloxy, hexyloxy, nitro, cyano, formyl, acetyl, propionyl, tri- 
fluoromethyl, amino, methylamino, ethylamino, dimethylamino, diethylamino, benzyloxy, 
sulfonamido, methylsulfonamido, ethylsulfonamido, propylsulfonamido, butylsulfonamido, 
dimethylsulfonamido, phenylsulfonamido, carboxyl, methoxycarbonyl, ethoxycarbonyl, and 
aminocarbonyl. 

38. (New): A compound according to Claim 1, in which 

is Hal, NO2, CF3, COOH, COOR or H, 
R^ is H, 

R^ is H, Hal, CO-NHR, 

Y is phenyl, furyl, thienyl, pyrrolyl, imidazolyl, pyridyl or pyrimidinyl, and 
X is O, S, SO2NH or NH. 
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
